DIRECT EXAMINATION 


BY DR. GRUBE (As assistant to Dr. Servatius) 

Q- When and where were you born? 

A. September 9, 1898, at Watzow, district of Gaya, in the southern part of 
Moravia. 

Q. Please describe briefly your professional garrsr career. 

A. I was active as an officer in the Austrian rmy from 1916 to 1919. I was 
a grade school teacher from 1919 to 1923. While I was a grade school teacher, I 
studied at the University of Vienna and received the decree of Doctor of philosophy 


in 1924. Subsequently I became an assistant in the mseum for natural history 


Vienna, and later as an assistant at the University of Freibure.

Beginning with October 1, 1928, I was an instructor and then as an extraordinary 
. professor in University of Bonn. On January 1, 1938, I became extraordinary pro-

fessor/in the University of Bonn , and on November l, 1939, I 


Friedrich-Wilhelm 
became rector which would conform to president of University Bonn, which I 
remained until the end of the WAR. 

Q. When did you join the Nazi Party? 

A. In May 1933. 

Q. Why did you join the Nazi Party? 

A. I was anAustrian and as such a foreigner in the Reich, I desired to demon- 
strate my readiness to contribute to the solutions of the tasks of the new State. 

Q. As an academic teacher and even a rector of German university, you were 
in close contact with the German teachers and students and should be equipped 
to give information on their professional organizations. Did there exist a special 
organization of the academic teachers and students? 

A. There existed before 1933, associations for the xasxisiaxtz 
university assistants, for the extraordinary professors and for the ordinary 
professors, and before 1933, already there existed students' associations which 
were called Deutsche Studentenschaft. The Deutsche Studentenschaft remained in 
existence after 1933, while the associationsof the assistants, the extraordinary 
and ordinary — = ah wanted and combined into an association called 
Dozentenschaft. It is important to strees that you belonged automatically either 
to the Deutsche Studentenschaft or Dozentenschaft as soon as you entered a university, 
either as a student or academic teacher, you automatically belonged to the Deutsche 
Studentenschaft or Dozentenschaft. 


Q. And there existed in addition to it, N.S. Studentenbund and N.S. Dozenten- 


bund — is that correct? 


A. The N.S. Studentenbund existed already since 1926, and was a national — 
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socialist party organization of students. The N.S. Dozentenbund was organized in 
1935, and it is important to stress that not only national socialist party members 
could belong to it, but non=<party members could actually join also. 

Q. Were the N.S. Studentenbund and N.S. Dozentenbund incorporated into the 
framework of the Nazi Ruxyt Party? 

A. They were organizations of the Party. 

Qe What was the different office? holders of the N.S.Studentenbund and N.S. 
Dozentenbund? 

A. In each university town there existed a local Student Fuehrer (student 
leader) and local Dozentenscheft Fuehrer (local academic teacher leader). It is 
importent that neither the student's leader nor the professor's leader belong 
in any way to the leadership of the Party. If there existed in one Gau more 
than one university there was appointed in addition to the local students’ 
and teachers’! leaders, Gau students! leaders and Gau teachers' leaders, and on 
the top there existed a Reich leader of the students and Reich leader of the 
teachers. 

Q- What was your position? 

A. In 1937, I became leader of the local teachers’ bund, and beginning with 
March 1938, I became the Gau leader of the academic teachers in the Gan Cologne- 
Aachen. 

Q. Did you meet with other Gau teachers’ leaders? 

A. Annually the local Geu teachers and leaders met for working conferences 
which were called by the Reich teachers! leader. 

Q. Was there any organizational link between the Gau teachers' leaders and 

the Hoheitstrager of the Party - that would mean the Cauleiter g@,so that 


you could be called a staff officer of the Gauleiter? 


A. Not in any manner, becausé the Gauleiter had no right at all to give 7 
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any directives either to the Gau teachers’ leader of the Gau students! leader. 

Q- Did you read before the end of the war the organizational book of the 
Nazi Party? 

A. No, I never had it in my hand. 

Q- Dri Link showed it to you, didn't he? 

A. Yes. 

Q. Were the N.S. Studentenbund and the N.S. Dozentenbund coordinated to the 
staff of the Gauleiter? 

A. Since there was a totality claim of the Nazi Party on some level, the students’ 
association and the teachers! association were tied up with the Party. It is important 
to stress that the frames in which those two organizations are listed aa Wank 
type, but marked with little dots. That different kind of marking indicates on 
the basis of the organization book that those two organizations did not hold office 
in the staff of the Gauleiter. Only in disciplinary respects were the Geu students! 
and Gau teachers! leaders subordinate to the Gauleiter. 

Q- What do you mean by the expression "only mks in disciplinary"? 

A. Whenever a member of the Party or candidate of membership violated any order 
of the Party, he was subordinate to the Gauleiter. That means if the Gau students! 
leader and the Gau teachers’ leader were on the staff of the Gauleiter - that means 
they were subordinate to him and not to the local Gau. 

Q- Did you personally have any contacts with your Gauleiter? 

A. Only so far that /Exkare three or four months the Gauleiter held gatherings - 
so called Appelle, and I went to Cologne u participate in that, but the heads of 
the State offices attended thos Appelle just as well as the reporters of the press 


and so the next day it was published those who went - in the daily press. 


Q- You claim that professionally you were entirely independent from the Gauleiter? 


A. Entirely so. The work of the N.S. Dozentenbund was merely a professional Lf 
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work emerging from those professional problems for which the N.S. Dozentenbund had 
been created. Furthermore the Gau Dozentenbund leader and the Gau Studentenbund 
leader had no report on their activities to their Gauleiter, and the Gauleiéer 
did not receive any information on the outcome of their conferences, and it 
was characteristic that the answer to any inquiry which may have reached the Gau 
Dozentenbund leader - the answer had to be sent completely to the Reich leaders 
of the teachers. On the other hand, the internal correspondents within the Dozen- 
tenbund was entirely an internal affair and was not shared by any outside office. 
Q. Your statements are not entirely in accordance with the organization book 
of the Party and therefore I would like to have you express your opinion of page 
260 of the Organization Book, fourth edition. It says, it is the taks of the N.S. 
Dozentenbund to train the entire body of mm academic teachers in the senese of 
national socialist kx philosophy in coordination with the chief of the 
organization of Nazi Party, Hauptschulangsamt - main training office. What 
do you have to say to that? 
A. Only from that organization book I learned that there existed a Reichs- 


organisationsleiter , and that it maintained a main training office (Hauptschulanes- 


amt) with which we were supposed to be in contact. There was no training done 


at all in connection with those organizations. The only thing I know is that the 

office of Rosenberg continuously contacted the Reich leaders of the academic 

leaders, because the Amt Rosenberg desired to do the training. I know that within 

the framework of the N.S. Dozentenbund, no academic teachers received any training 

either through the Amt. Rosenberg or through the training office of Ley's organization. 
Q. The Organization Book further stated the members of the N.S. Dozentenbund 

belong as teachers at the same time to the N.S. teachers' bund, is that correct? 


A. That is again incorrect. No member of the academic teachers! association 


belonged automatically or involuntarily to the general N.S. teachers’! association 
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Actually I know that whenever members of the teachers' association wanted to join 
the Dozentenbund, the association of academic teachers,then they left the teachers! 
associ- tion. 

Q. The Organization Book claims that the local academic teachers' leader# 
was eppointed upon suggestion of the Gau academic teachers! leader by the Gau- 
leiter, is that correct? 

A. All appointments and dismissals of academic teachers' leaders were per- 
formed by the Reich leader of academic teachers in coordination with the Gau- 
leiter, but just the opposite way as sketched by the Organization Book was followed. 

Q- So it is incorrect that the local leaders were appointed by the Gauleiter? 

A. Wo, it was done by the Reich leaders of the academic teachers - 
after having heard the Gauleiter. 

Q. Thenk it would be equally wrong what the Orgenization Book claims that the 
Gau academic teachers! leader was appointed by the Gauleiter? 

A. Equally, the Gau leader of academic teachers by the Reich leader - after 
having heard the Gauléiter. 

Q. The Organization Book further claims that there were under the Gau leaders 


It is 
of acedemic teachers four sf£ sub-offices. They are listed. žšxiš/true in the offices 


of the association of academic teachers, whicHWwould mean even in accordance with 


the Organization Book, there was no connections to the Noheitstraegers, but I 
would like to ask you did those four sub-offices actually exist e were they 
actually filled? 

A. I don't know of a single Gau academic teachers’ leader who held even a single 

one of those sub-offices and certainly not four. Gau academic teachers’ 


leader did not have a secretary or an assistant. 
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Q. Did those discrepancies between the Organization Book and actually existing 
conditions exist equally in regard to the students’ association? 

A. Yes, the same discrepancies existed, only that the students' organization 
had more co-workers than the academic teachers! association, because the member- 
ship was larger. 

Q. Isn't it rather striking that there is so much of a discrepancy between 
the Organization Book and the exiting conditions - which mean in many respects 
the Organization Book is incorrect? How do you explain that? 

A. Without any doubt there existed large number of discrepancies between 
actual conditions and the Organization Book, and iŶ equally true that the picture 
given by the Organization Book is merely a theoretical picture of some future 
state of affairs and not at all the picture of the conditions as they actually 
existed at the time. 

Q. I'll summarize and ask you whether the following is correct. The students’ 
association and the academic teachers! association were independent organizations. 
Their members and officers were not incorporated in the Political Leadership nor 
their Gau leaders nor even their Reich leaders. The Gau leader of the students 
and the Gau leader of the academic teachers had no office in the staff of the Gau- 
leiter, and at the very best could be characterized as experts and liaison men to 
the Gauleiter. They were in no way Political Leaders, but leaders of independent 
organizations. Is that correct? 

A. I can't answer that long question by saying it is correct. 

Q. Did you know that pomktmt points 1, 2 and 3 of the party program to mean 
demand forthe union of all Germans on the basis of a self-governing Reich of all 
people. #2, the Üi tor equal rights of German People. #3 the demand for the 


cancellation of the peace treaties of Versailles and Auschluss, and the demand 


for colonies. Did you know that all those points were part of a pregrem for / 
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the domination and conquest of foreign soil? 
A. No, sire 
Q. Did you kmow that all Political Leaders in the Party desired to get those 
aims xumkivitizs accomplished regardless of whether it should be done by legal or 
illegal means? 
A. I never heard that such a demand was made of the Political Leaders. 
Q. How can you imagine thet those three points would be realized? 
A. As an Austrian I was particularly interested in the realization of poin 
#1, and I imagine the Reich self-determining nation would have done arxkuxaixk 
had been expressed in 1918 in Salzburg. I thought that that right would 
sooner or later Lead to peace - Auschluss of Austria. The usual rights for 
Germany xx by vote to report to a realization at Geneva through the League 


of Nations where it had been discussed with the people. In so far as the colonies 


were concerned they were only mandates and it could be hoped that sooner or later a 


peaceful xtusia settlement would be reached through the various Farties through 


them. 
MR. TAYLOR: Commission will take a ten minute recess.

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Q. Did you believe in the sincerity of the promises and assurances of peace 
given by Hitler and the supreme leadership since and before 1933--up to and 
including the period shortly before the outbreak of the wari 

A. Yes. I was convinced that they were sincere, 

Q. Do you know whether this wm opinion was shared by the other members of 
the Dozentenschaft? 

A. Yes.

Q. And you kmaw/that the demand for the xit dissolution of parliamentary 
forms,and the realization of this demand after the seizure of power, and the 
substitution of the Rumkemx fuehrer principle, happened because the NSDAP wished 
to rule State and people, wished to memprar prepare wars and lead tnem, so as to 
enable them to commit crimes against humanity? 

A. I never heard that opinion before, nof-aid I ever think of sucha thing 
after 1933. 

Q. Did you know that the reason for the issuing of many laws since 1933, 
which gave the NSDAP a great influence in the lives of the German people, was the 
same reason? 

It 

Qz A. Snexa/was absolutely unknown ak to me, 

Q., The Prosecution charges that, for the same reason, protective muxtaiy 
custody in concentration camps was instituted. Did you know that that was the 


reason for concentration camps and the instituasion of protective custody? 


A. No. This opinion is new to me, 


Q. Did you know that the exclusion of Jews from public Ode was asked for 


the same reason--which is to say, to start a war? And that these demands were 
fulfilled by special edicts concerning Jews? 

A. This is the first time anyone has presented this view to me. 

Q. Did you know that the German Labor Front was substituted for the Br 


free trade unions for the same reason? 
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A. No. Never. 

Q. Did you know that it was intended to eliminate the church and its 
teachings anà to substitute for them National Socialist teachings? 

A. No; quite to the contrary. After 1933 I frequently heard that a good 
National Socialist also could be a good Christian, and atse vice verse. 

Q. Do you know of any conferences of subordinate organs, such as block and 
zellen leiters, where the theme of preparation for war came into discussion or 
where pians for such a scheme were laid out? 

A. I have never heard anything of such preparation by public officials, nor 
have I ever been told of it. 

Q. Did any office to which you were subordinated at any time ever inform 
you of any plansfor crimes such as were just mentioned here? 


A. Never. 


Q. Did you know of the so-called "Fuehrer Order" dated 11 Jamary 1940, 


steting that classified material had to be kept secret except for those immediately 
concerned with it? 

A. I neard of this direc&ive when I was on the Eastern Front, and I know 
exactly how this Fuenrer Order regarding restricted material was obeyed. 

COLONEL GRIFFITH-SONES: Do you have that document number here? 
DR. GRUBE; I haven't, but I have it in the document book. 
Bx DR. GRUBE; 

Q. Is it correct that rumors which arose, for instance in regard to the 
treatment of Jews in the Eastern countries, were immediately classified and 
contradicted by the supreme leadership in such a manner that everyone had to 
believe these axpkatu explanations? 

A. I have never neard of any official contradictions from any office. 


Q. Did one read in the papers or in announcements that rumors pertaining, 
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for instance, to Katyn, with wnich Germans were charged, were incorrect? 

A. I heard about Katyn only when several professors and researcners said 
it was a matter of a crime which, however, was not to be charged to the Germans, 
but ratner to tne Russians. In connection with this, the discussion veered into 
the direction that the Germans were to be charged with it. 

DR. GRUBE: No further questions. 

CROSS-EXAMINAT ION 
Br COLONEL GHIFFITH-JONES: 

Q. What was the purpose of the representative of the Dozentenschaft on the 
gauleiter's staff? 

A. The xaukutiarxexk gauleiter asked the Dozentenschaft representative to 
report on the scientific and political qualifications af and attitudes of the 


student body and the teaching body, if the questions came up of an appointment, 


a promotion, or, perhaps, whether a professor should be decorated. The Gaudosentin- 
he 
fuehrer then referred this question to the local Dozentenfuehrer. When &/ received 


an answer, X he transferred it to the gaukmtkar gauleiter, and a copy of it went 
to the Reichsdozentenfuehrer,. 

Q. What was the object of knowing the political attitude of teachers in order 
to make appointments and promotions? What did the political attitudes of teachers 
have to do with their appointments and promotions? 

A. Paragraph 26 of the civil service law required that the x aspirant must 
be certified by either a State or political office to be willing to be committed 
for the work of the new State. That was not a matter of a Party political direc- 
tive, but a law, so that I myself--in my capacity as a rector--made the same 
sort of reports as both the Gaudozentenfuehrer and the Dozentenfuehrer. This was 


already customary before 1933. 


Q. In other words, it was the Geaudozentenfuenrer's duty to s-ee to it that 
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teachers and students were politically reliable from the point of view of tne Nazi 
Party? 

A. I can only say that it was not the Gaudozentenfuehrers who worre about 
that, but rather that they put scientific values in the foreground. 

Q. Byt the Gaudozentenfuenrem nad to report on their political reliability 


as woll? 


A. He reported just that the people were not Party members. As Gaudozenten~ 
Rheinischer Friedrich-Wilheim University in Boan, 
fuehrer and as rector of the Audteoner. x@umikx I can testify that I 


appointed and ——— assistant professors axtxara those who were not Party 
members. Aliso, in the academic Senate I had many professors who were not Party 
members. Academic honors, during the five years I functioned, were given, 
peculiarly enough, only to non-Party members. 

Q. But it would be right to say, would it noty that as a general rule anybody 
who was not a Party member did not get either appointments or promotions in any 
branch of the civil service? 


A. In the academic world, the faculties still reteined the rignt to suggest 


people. As far as the faculties were concerned, the manx main point for an 


appointment was an academic qualification. The reason for the establishment of 


the Dozgentenbund in 1935 was that scientists should be scientists. If the Party 
membership would have been the decisive factor--if it would have come to that--the 
Party membership and the services for the Party wouhd have been the primary basis. 

Q- Can you tell me, if that was so, what the object was in having a report 
on the political reliability of the profewsors? 

A. The appointment of any higher public official wee made by the Reichsminister 
ef Education, after he had contacted the Reichs Chancellery. 


Qə I am sure that we can answer this more shortly. If the appointment in 


mo way depended upon the political views, what was the point in the gauleiter's 
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having a report on the political views? 
A. The gauleiter received inquiries from the Reichsleitung, and consequently 


the gauleiter wanted to know the opinion of the Dozentenfuehrer. At the seme 


E AA t-? 
time, he inquired of the Kreisleitung and the SD. These three independent opinions 


were given on such a personality. 

Q. I know, but I ask you again, and ask you for the last time; What had the 
political views of the man to do with his appointment? xou say that it wasn't 
necessary for him to be a member of the Party in order to be appointed. What 
purpose, then, was there in having a report on his political reliability at all? 

A. The Party desired an opinion on each and every one of them. 

Q. Wasn't the truth of this that the Party maintained, or set out to maintain, 
a. rigid political control over every aspect of German life? And that the 
Gaudozentenfuehrer formed a means whereby kaa they maintained thet control over 
the academic teachers? 

A. The Gendozentenfuehrer did not have any political leadership, for the 
local dozentenfuehrung were those who were rooted in the university. The local 
xxxxxQ@x dozentenfuehrer was not a member of the staff of any Party leadership $ 
organization, and the best proof of this is that every college and university 
had professors and assistant protessors who were not Party members; in the second 
plece, professors were called from one university to anotner. 

Q. I don't want to gut you short, unless Dr. Link thinks the matter of your 
answer is important. 

DR. LINK: I cannot say. 


MOKOREEX ERI RET RAAOMES 
BY COLONEL GRIFYFITH—JONES: 


Q. I want to ask you about another matter. Was it necessary for the students 


in a university to be Party members? 
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A. During the last period, there was no question but that most of the 
studente were Party members, because they came from the Hitler youth. There 
were male and female students who weren't Party members. 

Q. Was it not necessary to be a Party member to be a member of a university? 

A. No. 

Q. And it was not necessary, was it, to be ame a member of any Party 
organization to be a student at a university? 

A. It was a request, but it was not ultimately executed. 

Q. I have before me a copy of the chart in the Organizations Book x showing 
the organization of the Kreisleitung, and I see that there is no equivalent of 
the Dozentenbund or the Studentenbund. 

A. I nave mentioned before that the local Dozentenfuehrer, who would belong 
on the level of the kreis, was not a member of tne staff of the kretukettarx 


kreisleiter. 


Q» So that the only group that you represent, as a so-called political 


leiter, are the Gaudozentenfuehrers on the Gauleiter's staff? 

A. xes, and the Geustudentenfuehger. 

Q. There being some forty gauleiters, there were no more than some forty 
ax Gaudozentenfuehrers and forty Gaustudentenfueheers? 

A. ‘There were considerably more, because the Gaustudentenfuehrers changed 
during the twelve years of their period of study. In many gaus, I was already 
the third Gaudozentenfuehger. 

Q. I agree with you, but subject to the change-over of occupancy of the 


positions, at any one time there mam were not more than forty of each? 
not 
A. Even less, because xaxx/every gauleiter had a Gaudozentenfuehrer--only 


those gaus which contained several universities.

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Q. Can you tell me how many gaus contained a æ Gaudozentenfuehrert 

A. Somewhere between twenty and twenty-two. 

Q. Can you estimate at all the number of persons that would have held that 
position during the years 1933 to 1945? 

A. Approximately sixty to eightyl As far as Gaustudentenfuehrers are 


concerned, I estimate them to km have been approximately 200.

The NeSe Dozentenbund 
was organized in 1935, and it is important to stress that nob only national 
socialist party members could belong to it, but non-party members could actually 
join alsoe 

Q Were the N.S. Studentenbund and Nege Dozentenbund incorporated 
into the framework of the Nazi Party? 

A They were organizations of the Partye 

Q What was the different office holders of the NeSe Studentenbund and 
NeSe Dozentenbund? 

A In each university town there existed a local Student Fuchrer 
(student leader) and local Dozentenschaft Fuchrer (local academic teacher 


leader)e It is important that neither the student's leader nor the professor's 
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leader belong in any way to the leadership of the Party. If there existed 


in one Gau more than one university. there was appointed in addition to the 


local students' and teachers! leaders, Gau students! leaders and Gau teachers! 


leaders, and on the top there existed a Reich leader of the students and Reich 
leader of the teacherse 

Q That was your position? 

å In 1937,I became leader of the local teachers! bund, and beginning 
with March 1938, I became the Gau leader of the academic teachers in the Gau

It says, 
it is the task of the NeSe Dozontonbund to train the entire body of academic 
teachers in the sense of national socialist philosophy in coordination 
with the chiof of the organization of lazi Party, Houptschulangsamt = 

training office. hat do you have to say to that? 

Only from that organization book I learned that there existed a 
Reichsorganizationsleiter, and that it maintained a main training office

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9 Lid those discrepancies between the _ Organization Book and actually 
existing conditions exist equally in regard to the students’ association?

because the membership was larger, 

Q Isn't it rather striking that there is so much of a discrepancy 
between the Organization Book and ’~. caas ving conditions -- which mean in 
many respects the Or_anization Book is incorrect?’ How do you ex lain that? 

A Without any doubt there existed large number of discrepancics 
between actual conditions and the Organization Book, and it is equally true 
that the picture given by the Organization Book is merely a theoretical 
picture of some future state of affairs and not at all the picture of the 
conditions as they actually existed at the time. 

Q I'll summarize and ask you whethcr the following is correct. The 
students' association and the academic teachers! association were independent 
organizations. Their members and officers wore not incorporated in the 
Political Leadership nor their Gau leaders nor even their Reich leaders e 
The Gau leader of the students and the Gau leader of the acadomic teachers 
had no office in the staff of the Gaulciter, and at the very best could be 
charactcrized as experts and liaison men to the Gauleiter. They werc in 
no way Political Leaders, but leader- :? “dependent organizations. Is that 
correct? 

A I can't answer that long question by saying it is correct. 

Q Did you know that points l, 2 and 3 of the party program to mean 
demand for the union of all Germans on the basis of a selfsgoverning Reich of 
all people. #2, the demand for equal rights of German People. #3 the 
demand for the cancellation of the peace treaties of Versailles and Auschluss, 
and the demand for colonics. Did you know that all those points were part 
of a program for the domination and conquest of forcign soil? 

A No, sir. 

Q Did you know that all Political Leaders in the Party desircd to get 
those aims accomplished regardless of whether it should be done by legal or 


illegal means? 
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A I never heard that such a demand was made of the Political Leaders. 
Q How can you imagine that thoso throc points would be realized? 


A As an Austrian I was particularly interested in the realization of 


point #/1, and I imagine the Reich self-determining nation would have done as 


had been expressed in 1918 in Salzburg. I thought that that right would 
sooner or later lead to peace -= Anschluss of Austria. The usual rights for 
Germany by vote to report to a realization at Geneva through the League of 
Nations where it had been discussed with the people. In so far as the 
colonics were concerned they were only mandates and it could be hoped that 
sooner or later a peaceful settlement would be reached through the various 
Parties through them.

Q Did you belicve in the sincerity of the promises and assurances of 
peace given by Hitler and the supreme leadership since and before 1933 -= up 
to and including the period shortly before the outbreak of the war?

Q Do you know whether this opinion was shared by the other members of 
the Dozentenschaft? 

A Yese 

Q And you know that the demand for the dissolution of parliamentary 
forms, and the realization of this demand after the seizure of powcr, and t he 
substitution of the fuehrer principle, happened because the NSDAP wished to 
rule State and people, wished to prepare wars and lead them, so as to enable 
them to comit crimes against humanity? 

A I never heard that opinion before, nor did I ever think of such a 
thing after 1933. 

Q Did you know that the rce:’.on for ths issuing of many laws since 1933, 
which gave the NSDAP a great influence in the lives of the German people, was 
the same rcason? 

A It was absolutely unknovm to mce 

Q The Prosecution charges that, for the same reason, protective 


custody in concentration camps was instituted. Did you know that that was 
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the rcason for the concentration camps and the institution of protective 


custody? 

A Noe This opinion is new to ie. 

Q Did you know that the exclusion of Jews from public life was asked 
for the same reason <= which is to say, to start a war? And that these 
demands were fulfilled by special edicts concerning Jews. 

A This is the first time anyone has presented this view to 

Q Did you know that the German Labor Front was substituted 


free trade unions for the same reason? 
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Never. 
Dic you know that it was intended to eli inate the church and its 
teachings and to substitute for them National Socialist teachinzs ? 


Ae No; quite to the contrary, After 1933 I frequently heard trat a good 


National Socialist also covld be > coo¢d Christian, and vice versa, 


Q. Do you know of any conferences of subordinate organs, such as block 
anc. zellen leiters, where the theme of preparation for war came into dis- 
cussion cr where plans for such a scheme were laic out ? 

Ae I have never heard anythin: of such preparation by public officials, 
nor have I ever been tol of ite 

Q. Did any office to which you were subordinated at any time ever inform 
you of any plans for crimes such as were just mentioned here ? 

Å. Nevers 

Qe Dic you know of the so-called "Fuehrer Order" dated 11 January 1940, 
statin: that classified material hac to be kept secret except for those 
irmeđiately concerned with it ? 

Ae I heard of this cirective when I was on the Eastern Front, and I know 
exactly how this Fuechrer Order rerarding restricted material was obeyed. 

COLONEL GRIFFITH JONESs Do you have that document number here ? 


DR. GRUVEs I haven't, buc. I have it in the document booke 


Qe Is it correct that rumors which arose, for instance in regard to the 
treatment of Jews in the Eastern countries, were immediately classified and 
contradicted by the supreme leadership in such a manner that everyone had to 
believe these explanations e 

Ae I have never heard of any official contradictions from any office. 

Qe Did one read in the papers or in announcements that rumors pertaining 
for instance, to Katyn, with which Germans were charged, were incorrect ? 

A. I heard about Katyn only when several professors anc researchers said 
ot was a matter of crime which, however, was not to be charged to the Gere 
mans, but rather to the KussianSe In connection with this, the discussion 
veered into the direction that the Germans were to be charged with ite

Qe What was the purpose of the representative of the Dozentenschaft on the 
vauleiter's staff ? 

Ae The gauleiter asked the Dozentenschaft representative to report on the 
scientific and political qualifications and attitudes of the student body and 
the teachine body, if the questions came up of an appointment, a promotion, 


or, perhaps, whether a professor shoulda be decorated. The Gaudozentenfuehrer 


then referred this question to the local Dozentenfuchrer, WÙhen he received 


an answer, he transferred it to the Gauleiter, anā a copy of it went to the 
Reichscozentenfuehrere 

Q.e What was the object of knowing the political attitude of teachers in 
order to make appointments and promotions ? What did the political attitude 
of teachers hove to cdo with their appointments anc promotions ? 

A. Parazraph 26 of the civil service law required that the aspirant must 
be certified by either a State or “vti eal office to be willing to be commit- 
ted for the work of the new State. That was not a matter of a Party political 
directive, but a law, so that I myself -- in my capacity as a rector == made 
the same sort of reports as both the Gaucozentenfuehrer anc the Dozentenfuehrer 
This was alreacy customary before 1933. 

Qe In other words, it was the Gaucozentenfuehrer's duty to see to it that 
teachérs and students were politically reliable from the point of view of the 
Nazi Party ? 

A. I can only say that it was not the Gaudozentenfuehrers who worried about 
that, but rather that they put scientific values in the foreground. 

We But the Gaudozentenfuchrer hac to report on their political reliability 
as well ? 

Ae He reported just thet the people were not Party memberse As Gaucozenten- 


fuehrer and as rector of the Rheinischer Friedrich Wilhelm University in Bohn, 
I can testify that I/ 

appointed and called as my assistant professors those who were not Party 
memberse Also, in the academic Senate I had many professors who were not

4. In the academic world, the faculties still retained the right to suggest 
peopleg As far as the faculties 3 c. cerned, the main point for an appoint, 
ment was an academic qualification. The reason for the establishment of the

Q. Can you tell me, if that was so, what th- object was in haviceg 


on the political reliability of the professors ? 


Ae ‘the appointment of any higher public official was mace by the Reichs-

minister of Education, after he had contacted the Reichs Chancellery. 
Ge I am sure that we can answer this more shortly. If the appointment in 


Cepended upon the political views, waat was the point in the gaulei- 
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having a report on the political views? 


A The gauleiter received inquiries from the Reichsleitung, and 
consequently the gauleiter wanted to know the opinion of the Dozentenfuchrere 
At the same time, he inquired ofthe Kreisleitung and the SD. Thus three 
independent opinions were given on such a personalitye 

Q I know, but I ask you again, and ask you for the last time: What 
had the political views of the man to do with his appointment? You say that 
it wasn't necessary for him to be a member of the Party in order to be 
appointede What purpose, then, was there in having a report on his political 
reliability at all? 

A The Party desired an on’: n v. cach and every one of theme 

Q Wasn't the truth of this that the Party maintained, or sct out to 
maintain, a rigid political control over every aspect of German life? ind 
that the Gaudozentenfuchrer formed a means where they maintained that control 
over the academic teachers? 

A The Gaudozentenfuchrer did not have any politicalleadership, for 
local dozentenfuchrung were those who were rooted in the universitye The 

ocal cozentenfuchrer was not a morber of the staff of any Party leacership 
organization, and the best proof of this is that every college and university 
had professors and assistant professor who were nbt Party members; in the 
second place, professors were called from one university to anothcre

A I have mentioned before that the local Dozentenfuehrer, who would 
belong on the level of the kreis, was not a member of the staff of the 
kreisleiter. 

Q So that the only group that you represent, as a so-called political 
leiter, are the Gaudozentenfuchrers cn the Gauleiter's staff? 

A Yes, and the Gaustudentenfuchrore 

Q There being some forty gaulciters, there were no more than some 
forty Gaudozentenfuchrers and forty Gaustudentenfuchrers? 

A There wore considerably ause the Gaustudentenfuchrers 
changed during the twelve years of their period of study. In many gaus, I 
was already the third Gaudozentenfuchror.s 

Q I agree with you, but subject to the change-over of occupancy of 
the positions, at any one time there were not more than forty of each? 

iA. Even less, because not every gauleiter had a Gaudozcntenfuchrer — 
only those gaus which contained several universities. 

Can you tell me how many gaus contained a Gaudozentenfuchrer? 

Somewhere between twenty and twenty-twoe 

Can you estimate at all the number of persons that would have 
held that position during the y 1933 to 1945% 

A Approttimately sixty to cighty. As far as Gaustudentenfuehrers 
are concerned, I estimate them to have been approximately 200»
